SENATOR NORRIS IS THREATENED WITH 
REGARD TO HIS SHOALS STAND 
Newspaper stories of Sunday told of anonymous letters 
coming to the desk of Senator George Norria, Nebraska 
legislator who has so long opposed the leasing of the 
Shoal* properties to any private interest. The letters are 
said to have come from Alabama and if the reports are 
trun, then somebody has rightly eamind the title of fool, 
it is correct to make your wishes known, but of little value 
unless you have the courage and conviction to stand be* 
hind the statement you have made. 
You may as well 
have never opened your mouth, or taken up the pen. 
Snnator^Norris is in power, he is a powerful man in the 
United States Senate. 
If he wishes, it can be expected 
that Muscle Shoals will rock along for further Congress, 
jional sessions. Why attack Aman of that power? 
Is It 
not better to attempt to gain his,ad mi rat ¡on for your sec­ 
tion rather than his hatred. 
After all, Senator Norris 
has not been fighting blindly m this Shoals lack of legis­ 
lation. He has been opposing power combines that once 
in control will choke the southland. Many people of this 
district had much rather face the position of further 
waiting rather than see the Shoals area go to the power 
interests. 
Then, Senator Norris has not been fighting 
solely against southern interests, in this last battle. 
The Alabama Power company has done more for the 
state of Alabama than possibly any other agency in ti» 
state, far above all the chambers of commerce, civic clubs, 
and individuals.

CONDITION AS REASSURING 
The Guaranty Survey, published monthly by the Guar­ 
anty Trust company, New York, gives the following in­ 
teresting condition of business in the United States at 
the close of March, 1926. The slight downward tendency 
in business, as in the spring of 1924*1925, the publication 
in tim a s' will be followed with a rapid tendency toward 
rising. 
The period of readjustment, the Guaranty finds, 
has left business in an extremely healthy condition with 
an even better outlook ahead. 
The first quhrter of the year as seen in local business 
has generally been above the 1925 reports.

Credit conditions are greatly improved 
according to impressions gained from local business heads, 
employment conditions having provided a firm business 
footing for the individual, in dealing with his merchants.

It appears that business has entered a period of 
readjustment similar in many respects to the down­ 
ward movements which occurred in the spring months 
of 1924 and 1925. So far the declines in stock and 
commodity prices have been somewhat more pro­ 
nounced than those of a year and two years ago, 
while the recession of general business activity has 
apparently been lesss 1 0 . 
In recent weeks the movement of stock prices, while 
irregular, has given no sign of renewal of last month’s 
marked weakness. 
Commodity prices, on the other 
hand, have continued to decline rather sharply—an 
interesting development in view of the opinion ex­ 
pressed by some observers of the economic situation 
that the decline is due to international influences, and 
that it will probably continue until the price level of 
the United States is in closer adjustment with those 
of other countries than it has been in recent years. 
The plausibility of this view is certainly enhanced 
by the unmistakable tendency toward import bal­ 
ances in our foreign trade—not only in the last few 
months, but increasingly with the gradual disappear­ 
ance of the abnormal situation occasioned by the war. 
Present conditipns warrant the belief that the busi­ 
ness recession wHl be moderate and that it will not 
extend over a long period. Despite the high level of
